This is the time of year 
that our automobile engines are 
hard to start. It is cold, and we 
Siart the engine without open- 
ing the garage doors.

We do 
not know how much harm may 
be done in a minute. The ef- 
feets creep over us so insidiously 
that we may be overcome enough 
to forget very quickly.

OTHER sources of trouble are

PRETTY HANDS 
OF HOUSEWIFE 


REQUIRE CARE

A little hand lotion each day, a 
rub with lemon rind to remove 
discolorations and stains and a 
twice -a-week massage with a 
rich cream will change rough, 
unattractive hands into pretty, 
white graceful ones, 

Hand care alone is not suffi- 
cient to hand beauty but it is 
the first step. The beauty of the 
hands is lost if the nails are 
broken and ungroomed: One 
good manieure each week, with a 
few seconds of attention to the 
nails and cuticles each day will 
soon make them so healthy and 
well-shaped that they will add 
much to the beauty of your 
fingertips and to the shapliness 
of your entire hands. 


Styles in nails change from 
year to year so I want to give 
you a few hints on the weekly 
manicure. The first step of the 
manicure is to shape the nails 
with a flexible steel file. Very 
narrow nails are the present 
ideal, so pinch your fingertips 
and shape the nails close at the 
corners, and into a nicely, round- 
ed point about one-fifth or one- 
sixth of an inch long at the tips. 
Do not file the nails too close 
the first time but narrow them 
still more the next time you 
manicure. 


It has been discovered that too 
much soaking during the mani- 
cure softens and deadens the 
cuticle so that you are likely to 
injure delicate tissues in your 
pushing and shaping. Therefore 
scrub around your nails and 
under them quickly with warm 
soapy water. Dry thoroughly and 
use an orangewood stick (and 
cuticle remover if necessary) to 
loosen and remove the dead 
cuticle. Work gently under the 
corners of the nails and under 
the cuticle to the center of the

nail at its base, ruffling up any - 


de cutiele that can be wiped 
“or snipped off with a pair 
irved, sharp manicure scis- 
Ss. Never cut your cuticles un- 
less absolutely necessary, how- 
ever. : 


When the cuticle forms a soft 
frame for your nails, take a little 
cuticle cream or rich oil and ap- 
ply it around the base of the 
nail. Center your attention 
around the half-moons in work- 
ing back the cuticles. This 
lengthens the nail and gives you 
a@ nicely shaped white arc to 
guide you in your application of 
polish. : 

Now is a good time to remove 
any stains then dip your hands 
into a rich cream and massage 
them from the fingertips upward 
to your elbows. Be sure that the 
hands are thoroughly clean be- 
fore this application of cream 
and massage. Remove the excess 
oil with warm soapy water rinse 
and dry thoroughly.- Give the 
fingertips a brisk buffing with 
powder polish. The buffing helps 
you in two ways. First 4t brings 
up the circulation and keeps the 
nails healthy and secondly it 
makes a smooth, hard basis for 
your liquid polish. 

For daytime wear tint the 
nails a delicate coral, natural or 
rose blush shade — for evening 
you can be as daring as you wish 
and your costume allows. Of 
course, you Know by now that 
the entire nail should never be 
covered. Carry the liquid polish 
lightly — and sparingly — from 
the edge ofthe white moon only 
to the free edge of your nail. If 
you will leave just the tiniest 
line at the edges of your nails 
unpolished it wil add to the il- 
lusion of narrowness. 


Housecleaning Tips 

Rooms are better off for a 
quick sweeping and dusting each 
day than if allowed to go for a 
week.

Tasty Dishes for Today (~>———-—_, 


WEDDING FEAST 
CUSTOMS VARY 


By JUDITH WILSON 


NOVEMBER is vecoming an 

increasingly popuiar month 
for brides. Before the wedding, 
there is a jolly round of festivi- 
ties, but on those occasions the 
Serving of food is more or less 
incidental. On the day of the 
wedding, however, the serving of 
food is of paramount importance 
--the service must pe perfect, 
whether the meal is served by 
the family of the bride or served 
by a caterer. 

Marriage Feasts 

Eating and drinking together 
is the simplest, the oldest. and 
most interesting method of cele- 
brating the wedding ceremony. 
In Japan, Russia, Scandinavian 
ccuntries and in some. semi-har- 
baric tribes, the ceremony con- 
sists of eating and drinking to- 
sether. Among the Hetrews, the 
rubbi hands the couple a giass 
of wine which he has blessed. 
After both drink from it. the 
glass is crushed beneath the heel 
of the groom to symbolize the 
heppiness of the coupie through- 
out eternity. 

From the marriage customs of 
different races. th: wedding 
feast has come to be accepted as 
a part c: the marriage festivi- 
ties. The following suggestions 
will be helpful to the bride-to-be 
in planning her wedding feast. 

Wedding Breakfast 

When a wedding takes place 
in the morning, it 1s followed by 
a breakfast, which may vary 
from a simple repast of salad or 
hot entree and a dessert to a 
menu of many courses, very 
much like a formal luncheon. 
if only a few guests are to be 
Present, then plan to serve the 
meal at one long table. If there 
are too many for this, then the 
bridal party is usually installed 
at one table and the guests at 
smaller ones. If both thé ser- 
vice and the space are limited, 
or if you want to entertain a 
number of guests, then plan to 
serve buffet. style. 

Wedding Cake 

The wedding cake usually 
forms a main part of the deco- 
ration, but it is placed on a side 
table or buffet. There is an ex- 
ception to this: rule—when the 
meal is served buffet: style, the 
cake may form a part of the 
decorations of the bride’s table. 
And the bride must cut her own 
cake—at least the first piece. If 
She doesn’t care to complete the 
jeb, then: an attencant or maid 
may cut the subsequent pieces. 

The nature of the wedding 
feast. reaHy depends upon the 
time of the wediling ceremony.

Take the case of Prince Albert 
von Urach, the young blond- 
haired German, who is Count ot 
Wurlemberg, and whe according 
to gossip in Eurepean chancel- 
lories, has: a historic claim te the 
throne of Monaco, the tiny king- 
dom which perches on a hill be- 
tween France and Italy. 

According to reliavle reports, 
Prince Albert, ig his modest 
studio in a quiet Latin quarter of 
Paris, sits and takes satisfaction 
over the great dissatisfaction 
created over the separation de- 
cree of Princess Chartotte and 
Prince Pierre. This leaves Prin- 
cess Charlotte in direct line for 
the Monacon sceptre. France, 
and especially the Foreign Offee. 
does not like the decree, nor does 
1 smile om Prince Albert’s pre- 
tentions. 

Prince Pierre of Potignac, for- 
mer French husband of Princess 
Charlotte, is the logical successor 
to the throne of aged Prince 
Louis, the Foreign Office insists. 
Besides being French, Prince 
Pierre added an air of royalty: by 
his marriage to Princess Char- 
lotte, who is only the adopted 
daughter, some say the child of 
a Gypsy, of Prince Louis. French- 
men hint, that if it comes toa 
showdown, France will see that 
Prince Pierre takes the throne 
in the event of Louis’ death. 

Princess Charlotte, in addition 
to her lowly birth, is not pleasing 
to France because of her lean- 
ings toward Italy. Her domestie 
trouble with Prince Pierre, was 
inspired, the gossips say, by her 
Italian doctor and intimate 
friendsFrance sees the hand of 
Italy in*the succession quarrel, 
and wants none of it.

HEN there is Prince Albert, 

who studies painting in Paris, 
He was away visiting King Zoga 
of Albania, when the recent do- 
mestic trouble broke out in 
Monte Carlo. Immediately, it was 
noticed, Prince Albert returned 
to Paris, to be on hand to press 
claims to the throne. 

Prince Albert is the second son 
of Princess Florestine Grimaldi 
of Monaco, sister of Charies III, 
of Grimaldi, the former reign- 
ing Prince. About the midéle of 
the eighteenth century, the :nale 
line of the Grimaldis became ex- 
tinct, which fact permits Prince 
Albert. to claim succession to the 
throne as well as Louis I, the 
present sovereign. : 

Prince Albert’s father, William 
Duke of Urach, sold. his fam- 
ily’s rights to the throne to 
Count Aynard de Chabrillan and 
in retutn received regular cash 
annuities from the principality 
of Monaco. It is the Prince’s von- 
tention that his father was also 
supposed to secure an indemnity 
which has not been forthcoming, 
hence the deal is off; If- trouble 
comes and his money is not 
forthcoming, Prince Albert will 
advanee-his claims, 

But there is another stumbling 
block to his claims. The reigning 
House of Monaco, wishing to rid 
itself of the German claims and 
also to please France, signed a 
treaty with France that no Ger- 
man prince would ever succeed 
to the Monegasque throne. 
France. shows a tendency ta ob- 
serve this treaty. Meanwhile 
Prince Albert is biding his time 
in Paris painting sketches which 
have seme merit: He-says: he-is 
young ‘and has the throne of the 
most interesting country in the 
world before him. :
